1050'" meeting October 22, 2003 The Old Streets of San 
Francisco — Revisited Jerry Schimmel (review by Herb 
Miles) 

Jerry Schimmel revisited the “Old Street of San 
Francisco,” reprising, updating, and adding to our knowledge 
of the city’s old tokens and their locations in mostly early 
1900s San Francisco. Jerry explained that one of our past 
publications was his little booklet ““The Old Streets of San 
Francisco” and he gave a great deal of credit to Stephen M. 
Huston for encouraging his writing, then typesetting, printing 
and publishing this little volume under the auspices of PCNS. 

Jerry also noted the contributions of our recently deceased 
member, Dr. Paul Holtzman, who always encouraged 
publishing and research and gave Jerry excellent editorial 
advice over the years. 

Mr. Schimmel then confused us with tokens bearing old 
street names which in many instances no longer exist; butcher 
J. J. Regan on Fifth Avenue in the south of Market area; J. 
Cosgrove on Tonquin Street in the Marina, and East Street, 
which is now the Embarcadero; plus Devesadero is now 
spelled Divisadero. Jerry’s slides included many later 1800s 
and early 1900s “ethnic tokens” from German Hungarian, 
Italian, Chinese, and Black residents of San Francisco. Some 
of the most interesting included the St. Gambrinis portrayal, a 
German patron saint of beer drinking and the mystery token 
from Chung Jan, 

It was intriguing to see current businesses located where 
old saloons, grocery stores, or cigar shops once existed. 
Pucinelli’s Pub now houses a Mediterranean restaurant and 
the Novelty Company and Carlo’s Saloon on Liedesdorf have 
been completely replaced by large high rises. 

All in all, a very nice talk and compelling slide 
illustrations! Thanks Jerry.

Stephen M. Huston brought his own set of “tokens,” an 
ancient Ptolemaic large Bronze piece which circulated in 
place of silver and his very own ancient-inspired token which 
has caused a bit of grief for those dealers and collectors who 
mistake it for a real ancient coin! 

Michael Wehner brought an Adams & Company note from 
1854, a business which issued its own banknotes then 
promptly went out of business a few months later, and an 
early San Francisco token from the grocer Zuest & Lindeman 
who were located at the present California & Hyde Streets 
location of Cala Foods. 

Last, but not least, Elliot Wehner exhibited two 
Washington-Carver Commemorative Half Dollars.
